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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 14-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

The claims are generally narrative and indefinite. The claims appear to be a literal 
translation. Also the specific steps being claimed are unclear. Positive recitation of each step is 
needed. 

Re claim 14 the recitation "exclusively all or some" is unclear as to the needles being 
used. The term "transit" is unclear as to the structure being claimed. Is this a tab portion? 

Re claim 22, the phrase "pocket-like" is unclear I applicant actually claiming a pocket or 
not. How is the element being claimed "like" a pocket? 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 
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Claims 14-22 are insofar as definite rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by British patent document 1078462. 

As seen in figures 15-17, British patent document 1078462 teaches the invention as 
claimed as set forth on page 1, lines 25-32 including comprising at least one step for forming 
tabs (page 4, lines95-page 5, line 12), in which exclusively all or some needles that belong to a 
sector of a needle cylinder are moved so as to knit at at least one feed or drop of the machine, 
and the needle cylinder of the machine is actuated with an alternating rotary motion about its 
own axis, with an extent of oscillation that is sufficient to produce a transit, at said at least one 
feed, of all the needles of said at least one sector that are moved to knit at said at least one feed, 
in order to make the needles of said at least one sector that are moved to knit at said at least one 
feed form a preset number of rows of knitting. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 23-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over British 
patent document 1078462 in view of Burn (US 4038699). 

British patent document 1078462teaches the invention as claimed including except for 
the inclusion of pocket-like regions. Burn (4038699) teaches forming pocket-like regions by 
alternating motion of the needle cylinder. It would have been obvious at the time the invention 
was made to provide a pocket-like region on the garment of British patent document 1078462 by 
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alternating motion of the needle cylinder as shown by Burns in order to produce a pocketed 
garment in a single knitting process without the need for a attaching a separate pocket after 
knitting.
